The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of record considered 
as a whole or in combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, a polishing assembly for use in a 
chemical-mechanical polishing apparatus, comprising: a polishing pad having at least a first aperture 
therethrough; a platen for supporting the polishing pad, the platen having at least a second aperture 
therethrough having an internally threaded portion at least a portion of which is larger than the aperture of 
the polishing pad; and a substantially transparent plug including at least a first section having a first 
dimension and at least a second section having a second dimension larger than the first dimension, the 
first dimension for positioning substantially within the first aperture and a second section for positioning 
substantially within the second aperture, together in combination with the rest of the limitations set forth in 
the independent claims.
